S.O* 2143(E)*—Whereas the Central Government 
under sub-section (!) of Section 3 of the Jute Packaging 
Material (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 
1987 is empow ered to specify such Commodities or class 
of Commodities or such percentage thereof shall he packed 
for the purpose of its supply or distribution in such Jute 
packaging material as may be specified in the order* 
considering the recommendations of the Standing 
Advisory Committee (SAC). 

Whereas, the Central Government, in exercise of 
powers conferred under sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the 
said Act, has constituted the Standing Advisory Committee 
(SAQ vide Ito. SO. 585(E), dated I6(h April, 2007 to 
recommend the norms of packaging In Jute material for the 
Jute year 2008-2009; 

And, whereas. Lhe Central Government* after 
considering the recommend alio us made to it by the 
Standing Advisory Committee, is satisfied that it is 
necessity so to do in the interest of production of Taw Jute 
and jute packaging material, and of persons engaged in the 
production thereof: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers by sub- 
section (1) of Section 3 read with sub-section (1) of Section 
16 of the Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in 
Packing Commudif i cs) Act, 198? (10 o f 1987), the Cent cal 
Government here by directs that the commodities specified 
in column (2) d fi.be Schedule below* shall be packed in jute 
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packaging material, for supply of distribution, in such 
minimum percentage as specified in corresponding entries 
in column (3) of the said Schedule with effect from the date 
of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette for 
the Jute year 2008-2009 i*c, up to 30lh June, 2009;
